At Shipyards' 


There is little prespect of the ship- 
yards at Bay Point reopening in the 
Near. future, if the statement given 
out yesterday. by F. C.° Metcalfe, 
secretary of the California Metal 
Trades Association is true. The as- 


Sociation’s membership iNclides all!" 


the shipyards in the bay region. 

Mr, Metcalfe says that the yards 
have’ no new contracts and that 
there are nono.in sight.
